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Fire Doused 

Mattapoisett Rejects Fire Station Again

Despite a promising outlook and a vigorous 
campaign to educate voters, the members of the Matta- 
poisett Fire Department were once again disappointed at 
the polls on Tuesday, November 4 to learn that voters had 
narrowly rejected their latest bid to construct a new $4.58 
million Fire Station on land adjacent to the existing Mat-

"yes" — a small margin of just 165 votes. Town Clerk 
Barbara Sullivan reported there were an additional 254 
blanks on ballot Question #4.

supporters, Fire Chief Ronald Scott grimaced when he 
heard the final numbers, but was quick to say: "We'll be 
back." 

"It's still the number one item on the list from the 
Capital Needs Committee," Chief Scott explained further. 
"It will be back. Maybe the economy will be more stable 
the next time around ... I don't know when that is. I don't 
know if there's a Plan C right now." 

According to Mattapoisett Selectman and fire- 
fighter Jordan Collyer, he hopes to revisit the notion of a 
new Fire Station at the Annual Town Meeting in May. 

"We took advantage of the fact that we had what 
was going to be a large turnout (at this election)," Mr. 
Collyer said. "But moving forward, we still have the May 
Town Meeting and there's no reason why I wouldn't push 
to put it there and have a special follow-up election. It's 
still number one on the Capital Needs Committee list 
and it will be carried forward as such. That would be my 
recommendation to the (Board of Selectmen)." 

Chief Scott agreed that although this revised 
"plan B" option seemed to have a lot of support early on, 
the recent problems with the economy may have been the 
deciding factor in swaying voters' opinions. 

"Everybody agrees that we need a new station, 
it's just everybody's petrified of spending any money 
right now," Chief Scott said. "And the bottom line is, if 
somebody calls 911 we'll still show up, regardless. These 
are the most dedicated people we have in town."

An online poll on The Wanderer's website for the 
past few weeks has pretty much echoed the sentiment of 
the town's voters. A clear 34 percent of those polled said 
they felt the Fire Station was "too expensive," although a 
vast majority — 54 percent — supported the concept of a 
new Fire Station. That majority was split between those 
who wholly supported the $4.58 million proposal (27 per- 
cent) and those who wanted a new station but "not at that 
price" (27 percent). Only 11 percent of those polled flatly 
rejected the idea of a new Mattapoisett Fire Station at any 
price. 

"It was closer than last time," Chief Scott agreed. 
"I want to thank all those who helped get the word out. It 
was looking good until about a month ago when every- 
thing started to tank. We were getting really positive 
feedback and then the economy tanked. What else do you 
say? Just thanks again to everybody who showed up and 
put their heart and soul into this. Sooner or later we'll get 
it."

Spooks in the Streets 
Ghouls Galore in Marion Parade

Usually Halloween conjures images of black cats 
and witches skulking along under the cover of darkness 
while little bed-sheet covered ghosts and horrific ghouls 
roam the streets in search of tricks or treats.

While no official count was made of the num- 
ber of people in the parade, an easy estimate of several 
hundred would not be an exaggeration. The streets of 
Marion's village neighborhood were alive with every type

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home away from home for people/' Beginning on Mon- 
day, November 3, Rochester's home away from home 
added another item to its seemingly endless list of ser- 
vices.

The Rochester Senior Center will now be open 
every Monday through Friday from 7:00 am until 9:00 am 
for breakfast.

men was called to order in the Marion Town House on 
Tuesday, November 4 at 7:00 pm by Chairman Jonathan 
Henry. Also present were Selectman Roger Blanchette, 
Selectman Stephen Cushing, Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson and Secretary Helene Craver. 

The board first approved the minutes of the 
October 21 meeting, then met with Department of Public 
Works (DPW) Superintendent Rob Zora and Jonathan 
Gregory of Tata and Howard for an update on the village 
loop project. 

'The project is actually going quite well/' Mr. 
Zora said. "We're on Hiller Street today and wrapped up 
a gas line that caused a holdup. I heard it was an un- 
marked service. What we're doing now to finish off this 
job, we're going to have to install some insertion valves. 
We're trying to minimize the downtime so people are 
without water for the hours between midnight and 6:00 
am. We've got some key areas where we have to install 
some key insertion valves, but we have to cutoff the 
service in the village. We're going to tie in all the services 
we can. But we decided to do a shutdown at night so few

Inside versus outside cats 

I have a new kitten and I am trying to decide whether to let 
him out or to keep him as an inside cat. Any thoughts? 
Cats that go outside are exposed to a multitude of dan- 
gers. These include cat fights, cars, coyotes, ticks and 
fleas, heartworms and infectious diseases such as feline 
leukemia virus and feline AIDS. 

What can I do to protect my cat if I decide to let him out? 
Cars, coyotes, Feline AIDS and other cats are best 
avoided by leaving your cat inside. Ticks and fleas can 
be controlled by applying Frontline Top Spot once a 
month. Heartworms can be prevented by using Heart- 
gard monthly and the risk of Feline Leukemia virus can 
be minimized through vaccination.

people are affected by it. There will be handouts going to 
all the affected people to make them aware." 

"These insertion valves are done while the (water) 
main stays live — we don't have to shutdown service," 
Mr. Gregory said. 

"We're probably looking at a cost of $45,000 to 
$50,000 for the valves and another $50,000 for the design 
and supervision," Mr. Zora said. "There's no other way 
for us to handle this — there's no way for us to cap these 
lines off. So we're looking at an additional $100,000 cost 
for the new gate valves." 

"Because of the way the construction contracts 
came in, it appears we'll be within the original appropria- 
tion to cover the $100,000," Mr. Dawson said. "Based on 
the numbers I'm hearing tonight, that seems accurate." 

Mr. Gregory also presented the board with a copy 
of the proposed shutdown notice that will be hand-deliv- 
ered to all homes affected by the water shutdown as they 
install the new gate valves. "Hopefully we can also keep 
the town website updated as to where the shutdowns will 
take place and when," he said. 

"The biggest thing is shutting it down and cutting 
into the line," Mr. Zora said. "We're going to do all the 
prep beforehand, but there will be some noise as we're 
cutting into the line." 

Mr. Dawson also recommended that the board 
approve an amendment to the town's contract with Tata 
and Howard for additional work on the village loop 
project as needed. "The bottom line here is it would be 
a contract line increase of another $85,000," Mr. Dawson 
said. "It would be an increase, but it's still well under our 
appropriation." 

While supportive of these contract changes, Se- 
lectman Blanchette expressed some concern over potential 
unforeseen expenses in the future. "We're okay this time, 
but we might not be in the future," he said. "This is some- 
thing we should be aware of." 

"This is one of the biggest projects we've ever 
done in town and we're learning from it," Selectman 
Cushing added. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to ap- 
prove the contract increase to Tata and Howard as sug-

"I want to thank the public out there/' Mr. Zora 
added. "We've had very few calls into our office com- 
plaining during the project. It's been a lot of work and 
we've been in their way, but they've been very under- 
standing." 

The board then signed and approved a one-day, 
all-alcohol license for the Marion Social Club for an event 
on November 29; voted to declare the previous Marion 
Council on Aging (COA) van as surplus equipment, 
which has been replaced by a brand, new donated vehicle;

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Zack and Miri Make a Porno. Starring Seth Rogen and 
Elizabeth Banks. Directed by Kevin Smith. Running time:

It should come as no surprise that Kevin Smith's new 
movie Zack and Miri Make a Porno isn't really about makin^ 
a porno. Sure, the eponymous characters Zack (Seth Rogen 
and Miri (Elizabeth Banks), twentysomethings subsisting 
platonically in a ratty Monroeville apartment, do decide to 
put together a quickie piece of adult cinema to pay the bills. 
And yes, they follow through on this scheme. But Smith, 
the writer-director behind such amiably raunchy comedies 
as Clerks and Dogma, is a romantic sheep in wolfs clothing, 
and the raunchiness usually always points toward gentler 
feelings. 

Zack and Miri can also be taken, on some level, as Smith's 
love letter to filmmaking. A motley crew, including "pro- 
ducer" Delaney (scene-stealing Craig Robinson) and "cam- 
eraman" Deacon (Jeff Anderson), moves heaven and earth 
to get a shabby-looking DIY flick in the can. This is pretty 
much the story of Smith's $25,000 debut Clerks, which was 
shot in a convenience store where Smith worked at the time, 
much like the eventual porno filmed after hours at Zack's 
Starbucks-like workplace. 

The problem for Smith when he goes mooshy is that, like 
many another male scripter, he can't really write women. 
Elizabeth Banks cashes in all her considerable charm as Miri, 
but she's stuck in a lot of unplayable scenes (like the one 
at the class reunion where she drunkenly tries to seduce a 
classmate who turns out to be gay), and the movie has very 
little curiosity about Miri. Unless I blinked and missed it — 
or else it made so little impression that it didn't register with 



me — we don't even find out where she works. And I'd say 
she agrees to have sex on camera a little too readily. Smith 
writes the ideal women to hang out with but doesn't quite 
know who they are. 

Despite that, Zack and Miri plays well enough as an af- 
fectionate farce about what people will do to keep the lights 
and water on. It's not an entirely credible scenario — with 
the amount of porn available for free online, who's going to 
pay for a copy of Zack and Miri's porno? — but it works as a 
metaphor of desperation in the current bleak economy. For 
the supporting cast, Smith brings in such secret weapons as 
Jason Mewes (as Lester the eager porn star) and actual porn 
queens Traci Lords and Katie Morgan. The movie plays like 
a conflation of John Waters' last two efforts — 2000's ode to 
guerrilla filmmaking Cecil B. DeMented and 2004's fetishistic 
A Dirty Shame. The Kevin Smith gutter chat comes fast and 
furious, possibly expanding the parameters of how much 
raunchy dialogue one can pack into a film and still keep an R 
rating. It's a companionable enough experience, even though 
the title should really be Zack Makes a Porno (with Miri). It 
takes two to tango, Kev. Maybe next time Smith will recruit 
a female screenwriter as good-hearted yet filthy-minded as 
he is, and he'll really have something.

Benjamin Britten's Six Metamorphoses after Ovid, 
the most widely performed and popular piece for solo 
oboe, is a fascinating exploration of the theme of change 
which lies at the heart of the Roman poet's long poem, 
"Metamorphoses." SCCMS oboist Donna Marie Cobert is 
very excited about this piece, which describes the gods' 
shifting and changing like water in sunlight. Perhaps Brit- 
ten was drawn to the subject because he had just finished 
his opera, Billy Budd, based on Melville's novella about an 
innocent who takes a life on board a ship at sea. 

The November program is rounded out with a 
viola sonata by Arthur Foote, who was born in Salem 
and spent his adult life in Boston. Foote, who was one of 
the first native-born American composers to earn inter- 
national respect, earned a master's degree in music from 
Harvard, the first such degree granted by an American 
university. His sonata, influenced in part by Schumann
